ROSES 


We handle only the standard forcing sorts and are able to supply stock second 
to none. Our cuttings are all taken from thrifty, strong-growing, grafted plants and 
show their strong vitality throughout. Nothing but the best English Manetti is used 
in the grafting. 

The two leaders for this season are White Killarney and My Maryland. Of 
these varieties we have a large stock in excellent condition. 

The call for White Killarney is already large and there will undoubtedly be a 
demand for this sort which will readily exhaust the supply of good stock. It has 
lived up to all the good that was claimed for it and is now the standard white. Our 
stock is the true Waban strain. 

My Maryland is without doubt one of the leaders. As a profitable Rose it 
stands at the head of the list. The color is always good and it has no equal among 
the forcing Roses as a bloomer for twelve months in the year. My Maryland has 
produced heavily for us up to the present dite (Jan. 25), and the plants now have a 
heavy crop in sight, insuring us no let up through the most trying part of the year. 
During the months of July and August the Rose also shows its great value, the color 
being excellent and the blooms larger than either Bridesmaid or Killarney. It is 
also a better keeper and shipper than either of these.

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CARNATIONS 


With a large stock of healthy plants housed, we are able to supply cuttings 
again this year which are sure to give satisfaction and to maintain our reputation for 
sending out well-rooted stock. Last season we propagated 500,000 cuttings without 
being obliged to sacrifice the quality of the stock. It is our intention to maintain 
the high standard already set and as far as is possible to improve. 

Our propagating house is, we believe, second to none in its adaptability for 
rooting cuttings. By our arrangement of the benches we are able to treat each 
batch independently. There are thirty benches running crosswise of the house, (each 
holding 4100 cuttings,) which are so constructed as to avoid any danger of fungus. 
The sides are of cement and the bottom is brick. This arrangement gives us an 
ideal propagating house where the best of results may be obtained. We are able to 
regulate the bottom heat for each individual lot and give each lot its own particular 
attention. This also affords the opportunity for keeping the different varieties by 
themselves, thereby avoiding chances for mixing. We root stock cool keeping it in 
proper condition for shipping. 

In going through our list of new introductions kindly bear in mind that 
descriptions are those furnished by the introducers. We have listed only those 
which we believe are promising and which every grower of Carnations should try 
for himself. 


VARIETIES OF 1910 
DOROTHY GORDON 
(Joseph Heacock Co.) 


In color it resembles Rose-pink Enchantress, but is superior to that variety, 
in being more uniform. It is a seedling of Lawson on Enchantress, and has been 
given a series of very thorough trials which fully warrant the statements now made 
for it. Dorothy Gordon Carnation was first exhibited at the annual meeting of the 
American Carnation Society at Washington, in March, 1908. It there received a 
Certificate of Merit and the following score: Color, 22 points; size, 18; calyx, 3; 
stem, 20; substance, 8; form, 12; fragrance, 3—a total of 86 points. At the meeting 
of the National Gardeners’ Association in New York this year, “Dorothy Gordon” 


was awarded a silver cup as the best seedling for 1900.

The stem is of good length and always 
strong enough to hold the bloom erect. 

It scored 89 points at the A. C. S. convention Jan. 27-28, I909. High score 
wherever shown. It comes into bloom early in the fall and has never shown any 
tendency to crop. It blooms more freely than any other high-grade Carnation. 
It’s a money-maker. The growth is strong and upright, making no surplus foliage 
although it breaks freely when topped.

Virginia Poehlmann. This sort was largely grown last season and will again be 
in demand this year. (Early.) 

Golden Eagle. One of the most handsome deep yellows imaginable. A rugged 
flower, with curling, broad, incurved petals. Foliage very dark and healthy. 
Stem of medium length and stiff. (Ready from Nov. 15th to Thanksgiving.) 

Golden Chadwick. This variety is identical with the white Chadwick except in 
color. It is a good deep yellow and a favorite on the market.

Early Snow is in a class by itself among the early whites. With us it is 
about one week earlier than Polly Rose and when shown alongside of this variety, 
Polly Rose has no chance. The form is very good, color is clear and true, and stem 
is stiff and of good length.
